Senator Allison was born at 
Ohio, March 21, 1829. the son 
and Mary Allison. His boyhood days 
he spent on the farm, which was his 
birthplace. Reaching young manhood, 
“he secured his education in Allegheny 
college in Pennsylvania, and the Weat- 
ern Reserve college of QOnhio, in both 
of which schools he distinguished him- 
self.’ winning high honors in all the 
branchés which he studied. 

Senator Allison was admitted 
bar In 1850. He was married 
Anna Carter, of Wooster, Ohio, 
land, Onio, in February, i884. From 
1850 until 18657 he practiced law in 
Ohio. In 1857 he removed to Dubuque, 
where he took up the practice of the 
law. 

Senator Allison was a delegate to the 
republican state convention in [859 and 
to the national republican convention 
in Chicago in 1860. He was a member 
of the governor's staff during the civil 
war and raised troops to fight for the 
integrity of the nation in 1861. In 
1863 he was elected to congress and 
served continuously until 18713. In 1873 
he was elected United States senator 
from lIowa and represented his state 
in this capacity untill the time of § his 
death.

Tie convicts employed in brick 
yards produced the foundation on which 
employment was aefforded to skilled 
white laWor in the erection of |. build- 
ings. 

Having been mentioned in the tes- 
timony of almost every witness who 
has recently taken the stand as one of 
the largest convict lessees in the state, 
this detalled contradiction by Colonel 
English was startling.

HONEY MOONING IN AN AUTO, 
DEATH GRINNED AT COUPLE 


New York, August 4.—-United States 
District Attorney Baker, of Washing- 
ton who successfully prosecuted the gov- 
ernment land frauds in the northwest, 
his bride of two months, and several 
friends WhO were accompanying them 
on their honeymoon, “nad an almost 
miraculous eScape from death today. 

While the’ automobile in which they 
were traveling was running down a 
sharp hill on Walnut mountain, near 
Liberty, N. Y., the machine got’ out 
of control and plunged over a precipice 
nearly 300 feet in height. The machine, 
a big covered car, turned three com- 


plete somersautts in the air, and lodged 
in the boughs of a tree 30 feet below 
the brink of the precipice. 

There it hung suspended top down- 
ward with the frightened occupants held 
prisoners in the enclosed top of the 
machine. All were badly bruised and 
frightened, but none were seriously in- 
jured with the exception of the chauf- 
féur. His. Skull was fractured, one af 
his ears torn off and he suStained other 
injuries.

HPOCH-MAKING JOURNEY. 

The quiet villages and small towns 
along the shores of Lake Constance 
awoke this morning to fing that the 
great event for which they had waited

an epoch-making journey A majority 
ef ti@ seanit population of Friedrich- 
Shafen, however, despite the strict se- 
erecy of the eaunt’s associates got 
wind that something was about Le 
happen and assembled before daybreak 
at Munzell, opposite the floating Dda}l- 
loon shed. In this shed, throughout 
Monday night, workmen had been busy 
making everything ready for the jour- 
nev. At 6 o'clock this morning every- 
thing was in readiness for the exit of 
the airship. 

Count Zeppelin could not have chosen 
more delightful weather for a start. 
A glorious sunrise inaugurated the day, 
and there wags not a cloud tn the sky. 
The lake was as smooth as a mirror. 

—— 
Bulletins From the Air. 

During the flight Count Zeppelin 
dropped bulletins as he passed over va- 
rious towns. Some of these bultetins 
follow: 

Basie, August 4.—Count Zeppelin’s 
airship passed over this city this morn- 
ing. A message on a card dropped from 
the airship reads: 

_“In the heights over Basie. All's well. 
Course now lies towara Strassburg. 

(Signed) “ZEPPELIN.” 

Strassburg, August 4.—Count Zeppe- 
lin's airship was sighted from Strass- 
burg at fourteen minutes past | o'clock, 
lt appeared to be going at the rate of 
40 miles an hour. It cireled the great 
chureh tower, moving slowly at an ele- 
vation a little above the tower. 

A card fluttered down before the ship 
got away. Upon it was written: — 

“Out of the heights above Strasspurg. 
We are having a splendid excursion. 
We are laying our course to Mann- 
heim. ZEPPELIN.” 


Manheim, August 4.—The Zeppelin air- 
ship passed over this city at twenty 
minutes before’3 o'clock this afternoon. 
The entire population came out into the 
atreets and cheered vociferously. A 
note was dropped down, reading: 

“We are driving smoothly in the di- 
rection of Worms. : 

(Signed) “ZEPPELIN.” 
Baldwin Makes Successful Flight. 


Washington, August 4.—The,new mil- 
itary dirigible balloon built,by Captain 
Thomas 8. Baldwin for the United 
States army, made a successful pre- 
liminary flight today with Captain 
Baldwin p¥ioting and Glenn H. Curtiss 
handling the motor. Upward of 1,000 
spectators watched the big airship 
make several evolutions over the drill 
grounds at Fort Myer, opposite Wash- 
ington. Captain Baldwin, upon de- 
scending safely. said: 

“Everything. worked out just as we 
had anticipated. Everything is fine 
and the plahs worked splendidly.’ 

Captain Baldwin expects to make an- 
other flight By tomorrow evening, pre- 
liminary to the official tests, which 
will take place as soon as the aeronaut 
announces that he is ready.

CLAIM OF THE COMMISSION 


Interstate Body Says That So Far as 
It ts Ceneerned the Rates Have 
Actually Been Increased 
Without Regard to 
Judge Speer. 


Washington, August 4,—A legal tech- 
nicality hes arigen in connection with 
the proposed inquiry by the interstate 
commerce commission into the reason- 
ableness of: railroad freight rates in 
Georgia, Judge Emory Speer, of the 
southern district of thaf state having 
enjoined several reads against the en- 
forcement of increased rates announced 
to take effect on Auguet !. 

All the railroads cencerned have in- 
formed the commission that they will 
obey the injunction of the court 60 
that when the cases come up for hearr 
ing, if Judge Speer takes no further ac- 
tion, the shippers of Georgia will have 
no case of increased rates to complain 
of. but will only be enabled to allege 
that the reads proposed to increase the 
rates, and were prevented from doing 
So by the court. 

On the other hand, it is asserted that 
so far as the commission is concerned 
the tariffs of the roads, providing for 
an inerease of the rates. eing on file, 
they have actually been increased twith- 
out regard to the injunction issued by 
Judge Speer against thetr enforcement. 

In (903. when Judge Speer enjoined 
the reads against increasing rates in. 
the Tift Lumber case, he subsequently 
withdrew the injunction so that the 
rates were in force when the inquiry by 
the commission was begun. Whether 
or not that course will be taken in the 
pending case is a question that is in- 
teresiing some of the attorneys con- 
cerned in the case. 

Alabama Objects to Increase. 

Montgomery, Ala., August 4.—The 
railroad commission of Alabama today 
exhausted their authority under the 
code of the state in régard to the in- 
terstate advances of freight rates and 
issued an order in Which that body 
unanimously pronounced the new rates 
excessive and discrfminatory, and re- 
quested that the railroads file immedi- 
ately with the interstate commerce 
commission metice of their intention to 
put in the rates which prevailed prior 
to August 7. 

Under the terms of the order the car- 
riers are to report to the commission 
in the forty-eight. hours after the paas- 
age of the order whether they had ffled 
sucn netice. Telegrams were hurried 
to the traffic departments of all lines 
entering Alabama, advising them of the 
erder. Replies are expected to come in 
from’ the railroads by tomorrow noon. 

The order today was made on motion 
of Associate Commissioner W. D. Nes- 
bit. and was concurred in by Associate 
Commissioner John A. Lusk and Chair- 
man Charles Henderson. The commis- 
sion was @rtiven to this as the extrem- 
ity of thetr power, or rather influence. 
The rallroads have been put in the awk- 
ward position of not being able to post- 
pone the advances to Alabama points 
from Ohio and Misstssippl river coross- 
ings. although they fad assured the 
States’ representatives last week that 
they would willingly make application 
to the national tribunal! for leave to do 
so.

IN CONVICT INVESTIGATION

Witness said that in 1808 he had re- 
eeived 475 convicts, and that under the 
act of 1903 he had securéd a number 
as a-shareholder in the Chattahoochee 
Briek Company and the Lookout Moun- 
tain Coal and Coke Company. He said 
the shareholders were G. W. ‘Parrott, 
J. W. inglish, Sr.. A. B. Steele, Mrs. 
Kittie W. Steele, Estate of W. B. Lowe 
and J. W. English, Jr. The largest 
shareholders were J. W. English and 
the estate of W. B. Lowe. Witness said 
he was now working !75° men at the 
Chattahoochee Brick Company under 
Captain Casey. 
What Is Capt. Casey. 


One of the most interesting features 
of the evening was the colloquy between 
Mr. Candler and Colonel English as to 
the employment of, Captain Casey by 
the eontfactor. Cotonel English had 
stated Captain Casey was employed as 
manager of the farm, and as renting 
agent having charge of the farm ten- 
ants. 

Mr. Candlerg wanted to know if Cap- 
tain Casey was not also superintendent} 
of the brick plant and the manager 
of the labor, including the convicts 
and the free labor, 

Colonel English was unwilling to 
admit this, but insisted that Harry L. 
English, the general manager of the 
property, direeted the work of the men 
and that it was the duty of Captain 
Casey to see that the men under his 
the work § for 
whieh they were hired from the:state. 

In reply to a question, Colonel Eng- 
lish stated he consjdered it the duty 
of the state’s warden to get the men 
out in the morning and see that they 
worked faithfully at the tasks assigned 
them. , 

Mr. Candler wanted to know who di- 
rected the free labor at the camp. 
Colonel English replied that the. camp 
Was operated mainly by convict labor, 
and that there were only two or three 
free laborers.

Authority ef the Warden. 


Then the cross-examiner and the 
witness went in for a hot debate on the 
point as to the authority of the war- 
den, and whether he had entire charge 
over all the men. free laborers and 
convicts. Mr. Candler wanted to know 
if such duties should be performed by 
the state's warden. Mr. English re- 
plied: 

“We think it is the duty of the war- 
den to work the men for the best ad- 
vantage of the contractor. That is 
what I expected to get when I signed 
a contract for the laber of the men.’ 

Mr. Candler: “When Mr. Casey says 
he ig the superintendent of the Chat- 
tahoochee Brick company plant, is he 
stating the facts?’ 

Mr. English:, “He is the highest of- 
ficer at the plant. He is in charge of 
property belonging to the Chattahoo- 
chee Brick company. You may call 
him superintendent, if vou like.” | 

Mr. Candler: “He is the state's war- 
den in charge of the convicts and your 
superintendent in charge of your prop- 
erty and for that you pay him?’ ~ 

Mr. English: ‘‘Yes, sir.” 

Asked how he came to pay Warden 
Casey money for services. he Stateq as 
, “S&me 12 or 15 years ago, 
friction arose between the superintend- 
ent of the Chattahoochee Brick com- 
pany and Warden Casey, over the fur- 
nishing of fresh vegetables to the con- 
victs. Similar friction arose between 
Casey and the man in chatge of the 
commissary, over the furnisning of sup- 
plies. He gaid the matter was brought 
to the attention of the directors. and 
it was thought advisable to put Casey 
in charge of the properties of the 
Chattahoochee Brick company. and for 
serving in this capacity he was paid 
from $900 to $1,000 a year. Casey has 
ever since run a truck farm near the 
camp. on which he raised fresh vege- 
tables, which. were furnished to the 
convicts, 


No Directions Given Casey. 


In answer to a question, Mr. English 
stateq that no officer or director has 
ever given Casey any directions re- 
garding the work of the convicts. He 
said the work was prescribed by the 
general manager of the Chattahoochee 
Brick company, and that he considered 
it was the duty of the state warden to 
gee that the work prescribed was car- 
ried out. He said the Chattahoochee 
Brick company now paiq Casey $75 or 
$83.33 a month for looking after the 
company’s farm in the capacity of 
renting agent. He sald, however, that 
he did not think the prison commis- 
sion knew anything about it. 

He stated Warden Ivy, at the Palmer 
Brick company, was paid by them for 
burning brick at night; that a fore- 
man attended to it in the day. 

Mr. English stated he is vice presi- 
dent of the Chattahoochee Brick com- 
pany. He dig not submit bids for con- 
victs, but thought the bids were ffled 
by Captain English, 8r.. and were sent 
{to the prison commission by a elerk 
in the Chattahoochee Brick company's 
office. 

After some discussion as to the pay- 
ment of wardens, Colonel English ask- 
ed to be permitted to make a statement 
of his whole connection with the con- 
vict lease system of the state, and upon 
his request being acceded to by the 
committee. went back to 1898, when 
the present prison commission was es- 


Hire Out Felony Convicts,

on the -contracts, The rule of the 
prison commission were observed. The 
only instructions’ I ever. gave a warden 
were that they should be carried out 
and the convicts be well fed, well 
clothed and well eared for. If a war- 
den had ever committed an act of 
cruelty and it had come to my know- 
ledge I would have had him indicted 
and prosecuted,” 


‘ An Infamous Liar. 


Continuing, witness said he had never 

filed a convict bid personally in his 
life. He said: 

“It hag heen intimated that I was 
furnished informatian in regard fo bid 
filed With othe _prison commission by 
other contractors. -f wtsh to state here 
and now that any pérson who intimates‘ 
or imsinuates that | was ever informed 
in regard to any bid filed by any ton- 
tractor until] after they were openéd by 
the commission, is an ‘infamous liar 
and a contemptible scoundre]. I do not 
believe there is any man in the state of 
Georgia who knows me, who believe I 
would stoop to engage the service of a 
negro porter to do such an act for me.” 

Witness then told of refusing to sub- 
lease convicts to he employed in a stove 
works in Fulton, where they would 
come in competition with skilled white 
labor. 

Asked by Senator Rvaid if he had ever 
made any effort to Seeure an acceptable 
warden in subleasing convicts, witness 
said he had done on one occasion 
for Joe! Hurt, and continued: 

“He was a very hard man to get 
along with. He was very exacting, ane 
demanded as much werk as he could 
possibly get out of the labor. He was 
continually complaining that the con- 
victs were not performing enough labor 
He had complained so much from time 
to time that I would have been ‘glad 
of @n opportunity tu cancel my contract 
with him. During seven or eight years 
he had as Mapy ag a dozen different 
wardens at his plant. ,

tain Breck, wito was then in charge as 
warden, was very dissipated.

Colquitt county, after leading many counties of similar wealth in the per- 
centage of increase for a succession of years, this year records a decrease of 
$674,000 from its returns of last year. ° 

_ DeKalb county, situated relatively as favorably as Colquitt, and with as 
good a previous record, this year falls $450,000 behind its returns of the year 
preceding. 

These two counties—one in south and the other in north Georgia—pre- 

sent exceptional instances in the story of tax returns for the state, so far 
as they have been compiled. Thus far, most of the counties haye reported 
Substantial gains over last year, despite the stringency. The counties sur- 
rounding, for instance, show no such losses as that of Colquitt. Gwinnett 
county, adjoining DeKalb, reports a gain of $350,000, and Fulton, on the other 
side, will do much better. 
The exceptions shown by these two wealthy counties, therefore, consti- 
tute such a grave discrepancy as against the average run of the counties as 
to indicate the infallible presence of some local causes responsible for the 
slump and presumably lending themselves to measures of a remedial nature. 

In the case of Colquitt, there is, indeed, a suggestion in this direction in 
fhe Constitution's special dispatch, which reads, “last year a board of asses- 
sors from the grand jury carried the returns to the highest notch. This vear 
there was no board, and, consequently, a reaction.” 

The Constitution does not undertake to say that the lack of systematic 
assessment in either of these counties is behind the abnormal showing in the 
definite knowledge of local conditions 
ascertain the exact reason in both in-

We do know, and it must be apparent most casual observation, 
that active and unnatural causes of some nature are operating to do 
these counties an injustice in their showing with the remainder of the state, 
and to work inequality and injustice on citizens in other sections of Georgia 
who are bearing their equitable share of the expenses of the state’s admin- | 
istration. 

Colquitt and DeKalb counties are selected as illustrations because of the 
abnormal shrinkage in their respective returns as compared with those of 
last year, and the fact that these shrinkages seem unwarranted by super- 
ficial conditions. Other counties already reported have here and there re- 
corded decreases, not so radical, it is true, but sufficiently unusual and suf- 
ficiently distributed throughout the state to make it certain, beyond perad- 
venture, that in each instance some fundamental and artificial influence is at 
work to make the official returns materially lower than is justifMd. 

These other counties, as in the cases of Colquitt and DeKalb, are sur- 
rounded in turn by counties governed by virtually the same commercial and 
industrial conditions, vet reporting regular increases in taxable values. 

Where developments of such nature occur the conclusion {s inescapable 
that the system, in each instance, is radically at fault. Just where that fault 
lies we are not prepared to state. It is certainly, however, to the primary 
interests of the counties themselves to ascertain and permanently remove 
detects of this nature. 

Such inequalities and iack of method not only deprive the state of just 
revenue, but inequitably distribute the burden of its maintenance—hencee, it 
is no less a duty of the state to thoroughly probe the conditiéns underlying 
their existence, with a view to applying a just, immediate and permanent

It 
is clear that the state can forbid its own 
citizens or the citizens of another state 
sojourning- within its jurisdiction from 
doing some specific act. but it 1S not so 
clear that it can forbid the citizens of 
another state while remaining within 
their own proper jurisdiction to do such 
and such things. This whole matter of 
importing liquors into Georgia, when the 
citizens of Georgia themselves are not 
allowed to deal in them, rests on the 
riceht of interstate commerce. which is 
pararkount to the domestic police regula- 
tion. It is a strange doctrine that the 
outside dealer can actually send in the 
liquor itself: feceive the money for it 
through the mails: have it delivered by 
the express company or other public car- 
rier and do every other act required for 
the transaction of the business, all with 
in ‘his legal rights. but that he violates 
the law in mailing a circular letter to 
his customer. The auestion is suggested 
in what peculiar way is this one act dif- 
ferentiated from the others so ag to De 
precluded from the protection of the ‘in- 
terstate commerce privilege. If the in- 
terstate dealer cannot “solicit or take 
orders’ how can he deliver the goods. 
The deliverv of the goods is conclusive 
evidence that he has taken the order, 
if therein lies the crime, and every de- 
livery is therefore proof that a crime 
has Hbeen committed, and yet the court 
does not pretend to interfere with the 
delivery.

COTTON. 


New York, August " 4.—With the 
reformation of the New York cotton 
contract, the reviving spirit of specu- 
lation so evident in the stock exchange 
and grain market, seems to be spread- 
ing to cotton. It is evident that th» 
world needs a large crop of cotton 
next season. The mills are bare of 
cotton. The merchants are bare of 
goods, while speculators are heavily 
short of futures. In any case, tne 
south can be asSured of remunerativ« 
prices for what, until now. promised 
to be a generous yield. and the New 
York market must advance substan- 
tially before it reaches a price that 
will be in adequate adjustment to the 
southern planters’ justifiable minimum 
of ten cents. 

Should anything happen, however, to 
curtail the promise of a bounteou’s 
yield, extreme prices for cotton woulda 
be inevitable. Already some reports 
of seasonable deterioration are being 
received, and the strength of today’s 
market shows the apprehension whi-h 
even the suggestion of crop damag? 
creates. 

With a view of keeping myself fulir 
informed as to the outlook, I request 
any of my friends to telegraph or 
write me briefly during the next tw» 
weeks if any really serious deteriora- 
tion of the crop becomes apparent in 


their locality.
